Many. of those who 
were in the boat when it left the CiMbria were 
drowned. Upon its capsizing and many others 
after reaching the rigging were obliged to release 
theirholdand were drowned. The survivors de- 
scribe the scene as horrible and heart rending; all 
of them praise, in the highest terms, the conduct 
of the captain and crew of the Cimbria. 
A STATEMENT FROM THE SULTAN. 

The captain of asteamer which has arrived at 
Humber from Hamburg, makes the following state- 
mentatthe request of the steamer Sultan: The 
Sultan had made an unusually rapid passage and 
sighted Borkum lightships between one and two 
o'clock Sunday morning, the weather was hazy and 
soon after became very foggy. The engines’ were 
eased to adead stop, and the steam whistle was 
kept sounding every few seconds. The captain 
and chief officer were on the bridge and two of 
the hands were lovking out forward. Suddenly 
the green and masthead lights of the steamer were 
seen two points on the star-board bow, and the 
captain of the Sultan thought the approaching 
steamer would keep her course ahd go clear. It was 


noticed, however, that she suddenly 
pointed, aud came around rapidly 
it was too late to do anything 
but stop and reverse, which was done. By the 


time the engines had revolved once, the captain 
niticed the other steamec’s port light coming rep 
idly toward the Sulton. The next insant; with 
the great woy she had on, she caught the Sulan’s 
bow spritin her port tore rig, taking her right 
around, There was great consternation on board 
the Sultan, as it was feared that so much largera 
vessel would sink her. The Sultan's crew hailed 
the Cimbria to stand by, but no reply was received. 


The vessels parted in the fog, and a 
few seconds later the mate of the Sultan saw 
the Cimbria coming up on the other side. He 


called to the German master to go full speed astern 
aud the Cambria again cressed the Sultan’s bows 
and then disappeared. An examination of theSul- 
tan's damages showed that the upper part of her 
hawser pipe and everything forward had been 
driven through the collison bulkhead into the 
forecastie, where the crew had a narrow escape. 
The sultan remained on the scene five hours and 
the captain heard no sound during the 
whole time, and was severelf blaming the German 
capiain of the Cimbria for Maying without having 
ascertained the damage to the Sultan. He had no 
idew that the Cimbria had foundered until be ar- 
rivedat Hamburg Before the couision occurred 
he heard no sound from the Cimbria’s whistle. 
When he iirstsaw herthe Cimbria was goiug at 
full speed. He supposed that the Sultan’s bows 
ripped open the Cimbria’s pilates, 
THE OTHER SIDE STATED, 

The Cimbrias passengers rescued by the Diamant 
say thatthe Cimbrias oflicers never moved from 
their posts and did everything iu the power of ma 
to save life until they themselves were engulfed in 
ihe waves. The re:cued passeugers aflim that while 
they were in the rigging the lights of the Sultan were 
clearly visivle, and that, their cries for help must 
have been heard on board the Sultan, which, ia- 
stead of coming to their rescue, si¢amed away. 
Most-of the survivors presenta miserable appear- 
ance, having lost everything. Since the landing 
here everything possible bas been done for them. 
Some have been sent back to their homes, and the 
remainder will continue their voyage on Wednes- 
day.

CIVIL RIGHTS LEGISLATION D&- 
CLARED UNCONSTITUTIONAL,. 


The Bupreme Court Declares the Liw Unconstitu- 
tional Because Jt Deale with the Individual, 


each state shall be entitled to all the privi- 
leges and immunities of citizens of the sev- 
eral states, but this section, like the 14th 
amendment, is directed against state action. 
It was never supposed that it conferred on 
congress the power to enacta law which 
would punish pesvene citizens for an invasion 
of the rights of his fellow-citizens conterred 


Thus Usurping the Functions of the State 
—~Democratic Positions Sustained. 


Wasa#incton, January 22.—A decision was } 
rendered by the supreme court of the United | 
S'ates to-day, in the important constitutional | 
case of the United States against R. G. Harris 
et al, brought there on a certificate of ditfer- 
ence of opinion among the judge3 of the 
United States circuit court for the western 
district of Tennessee. The particular question 
presented here, is the consatitutionality of sec- 
tion 5519 of the revised statues. The section 
is as follows: ‘If two or more personsin ary 
state or territory, conspire or go in disguise 
on the highway, oron the premises of an- 
other, for the purpose of depriving either 
directly or indirectly, any person or class of 
persons of the equal protettion of the laws, or 
of equal privileges and immunities 
under the laws, or for the purpose of prevent- 
ing, or hindering the constituted authorities 
of any state or territory from giving or secur- 
ing to all persons within such state or terri- 
tory the equal protection of the laws, each 
of such persons shall be punished by a fine of 
not less than $500, nor more than $5,000, or by 
imprisonment, with or without hard labor, 
not less than six months, nor more than six 
years, or both, such fines and imprisonment.”’ 
fhe court holds, in an elaborare opinion by 
Justice Woods, that this section, is not sup- 
ported by the authority of federal constitu- 
tion, and that its enactment was beyond the 
power of congress. 

THE NATURE OF THE CASE. 

This isone of the four or five surviving 
civil rights cases which were submitted to 
tnis court upon hate briefs in the early 
part of the Uctober term of 1880. There were 
at that time a number of vacancies on the 
bench of the court, and in view of the impor- 
tance of the questions involved, it was 
thought best to set aside the submission of 


these cases, and order them to 
be argued orally before a full 
bench, When the present case 


came up for hearing in November last, no 
counsel appeared for the defendants, and in- 
stead of being orally argued, it was again 
submitted in behalf of the United States on 
the printed brief of the solicitor general. 
The interests of the defendant and of the 
state of Tennessee were left without argu- 
ment to tbe care of the court. One of the 


four citizens of Tennessee, supposed to be 
colored men, although not so described in 
the record, were arrested by one — tucker, 
deputy sheriff, on warrants issued by a jus- 
tice of peace, and held to answer ceriain 
criminal charges, the nature of which is 
not set forth. While in the custody ot the 
deputy sheriff, these four prisoners were at- 
tacked by an armed body of men, of whom 
the defendant, Warris, was one, and so se- 
verely beaten, wounded and maltreated, that 
P.M. Welis, one of their number, died from 
the effects of his injuries. An indictment 
was found by the grand jury against Harris 
and his associates of the attacking party,under 
section 5519 of the revised statutes, charging 
them with conspiracy to deprive the four pris- 
oners above mentioned of their right 
to the dune and _ equal protection 
of the laws of Tennessee and of their right 
to be protected from vioience, while under 
arrest. The defendants demurred to the in- 
dictment on the groufids: first, that the of. 
fenses created bv section 5519 of the revised 
statues are not constitutionally within the 
jurisdiction of the courts of the United 
States, but are cognizable by state tribunals 
only; and second, that section 5519, in so far 
as it creates offenses and imposes penalties, 
is in violation of the federal constitution, 
and an infringement of the right of the sey- 
eral states and.of the people thereof. Upon 
the trial of the case the judgesof the circuit 
court found themselves unable to agree as to 
the constitutionality of the section of the re- 
vised statues above referred to, and certified 
the question to this court for a decision. 
TESTED BY THE GONSTITUTION. 

After briefly stating the case and saying 
that every valid act of cougress must find in 
the constitution some warrant for its passage, 
Justice Woods proceeds to an examination of 
only four paragraphs in the federal constitu- 
tion which can, in the remotest degree, have 
reference to the question in controversy, 
namely, section two of article four of the 
original constitution, and the thirteenth, 
fourteenth and fifteenthamendments. Taking 
these up in inverse order, he briefly dis- 
poses of the fifteenth amendment by 
saving itis clear that that amendment can 
have no application to the case, since it re- 
lates merely tothe right of citizens of the 
United States to vote. It is equally clear that 
the section in controversy cannct be bused on 
the 14th amendment, since that has refer- 
ence to state action exclusively, and not to 
any action of p ivate individuals. The lan- 
guage of the amendment does not leave 
this subjectin doubt. When the state has 
been guilty of no _ violation of 
its provisions, when it has not made or forces 
any law abridging the privileges or immuni- 
ties of citizens of the United States when no 
one of its departments has deprived any per 
son of life, liberty or property, without due 
process of law, or denied to any person within 
its jurisdiction the equal protection of its law. 
When, on the contrary, the laws of the states 
as enacted by its legislature, construed by its 
judicial, and administered by its executive 
departments, recognize and protect the rights 
of all persons, the amendment ene 

ec: 


person of life, liberty or property withoutdue 
process of law, or weny to apy person the 
equal protection of the laws. It applies, no 
matter how well the state may have perform- 
editsduty. Under it private persons are 
liable to punisiment for conspiring to deprive 
any one of the equal protection of the laws 
enacted by the state. Since, therefore, 
the section of the revised statutes under 
consideration is directed exclusively against 
the action of private persons, without refer- 
ence to the laws of the state, or their ade 
ministration by theofficers of the state, the 
court is clear in the opinion that it is not 
warranted by any clause in thel4th smend- 
ment to the constitution. The court is next 
to consider whether the the 13th amendment 
furnishes autherity for the enactment of the 
law under review. This amendment declares 
that ‘Neither slavery nor involuntary servi- 
tude, except as a punishment of crime, 
whereof the party shall have been duly con- 
victed shall exist within the United States 
orany place subject to their jurisdiction.

THE LAW REVERSED. 

The court, as above appears, has been una- 
ble to find any constitutional authority for 
the enactment of section 5519, of the revised 
statute. The points in reference to which 
the judges of the circuit court were divided 
in opinion must be decided against the con- 
stitutionality of the law. Justice Harlan 
dissented from the opinion of the majority of 
the court upon the question of its jurisiic- 
tion, but expressed no opinion with regard

_. A TAX DECISION CASE, 

A decision was also rendered by 
the court to-day in the case of KE. 0. 
Clark, tax collector, etc., viz., John Y. Keith, 
in error, to the supreme court of Tennessee. 
When this case was here on a former writ of 
error, it was decided that Keith, collector. 
was bound in law to receive the genuine 
notes of the bank of Tennessee issued after 
May 6th, 1861, in payment of taxes due the 
state of Teanessee, unless he showed in 
defense that the notes tenaered were issued 
for the purpose 6f aiding the rebellion. The 
affirmative of this issue was put on the col- 
lector. The court holds that the question is 
no longer open in this case, for tue reason, 
that it bas long been settled that whatever 
has been decided here on a writ of error 
cannot be re-examined on a substitution writ 
brought in the same suit.

BLOWN TO ATOMS. 


FIFTY CHINAMEN IN GIANT, Pow- 
DER SMOKE. 


A Rem rkebie Sorics of Collisions tn the West—Four 
Different Engises, E:veloped in « Biinding 
Snow, Run Crashing into Bach Ot her— 


Denver, Col., January 22.—The Tribune's 
Albuquerque special says: Thursday evening 
an engine on the Atlantic and Pacific road, 
while making an effort to force a blockade o1 
snow between Cooledge and Fort Wingate, 
jumped the track. A second engine in the 
vicinity came to the rescue, but not being 
able to render the needed assisiance two 
more engines were telegraphed for from 
Cooledge. These started for the scene of the 
accident at full speed, and in the biadéng 
snow nothing was seen in the way, when sud- 
denly a tremendous crash and the fragments 
of four sixty-ton engines were piled upon the 


road bed. Charles Laker, engineer of 
No. 6, and his fireman were severely 
bruised and several others were slightly 


injured. Yesterday afternoon the men wurk- 
ing on the wreck, being exhausted from 
fatigue and cald, Cooledge was again asked 
for assistance, when two more engines with a 
way-car, loaded with workmen, started for 


the scene of the accident. The snow was” 
blinding, and the wind blew so terrifically 
that no object could be seen ahead, and the 
rescuing train sweeping along the track went 
crashing. into the wreck of the other four 
engines, adding tenfold to the confusion 
already existing. Both engines and the way- 
car were completely wrecked, but no one was 
seriousiy hurt. The storm was the worst 
known for years. Danger lights were com- 
pletely covered up. and the intense cold 
made it impossible for the signal men to be 
seen, 
THE SOUTHERN PACIFIC TRAGEDY. 

San Francisco, January 22.—A dispatch 
from Tehuchipa concerning the accident to 
the Southern Pacific express train near there, 
Saturday, confirms the death of Mrs. Dow- 
ney, and says ex-Governor Downey is badlv 
hurt but will recover. A dispatch from Los 
Angeles says it isnow ascertained that at the 
time the train broke loose and ran down the 
grade the air brakes had been taken off and 
the men who tended the band brakes were 
away from their posts, one tend- 
ing a switching engine and the other 
re,ighting his extinguished lamp. The train 
gathered headway quickly, and was soon 
dashing down grade atthe rate of a mile a 
minute. Onasharpcurve of the road, the 
coach and smoker which were ahead broke 
the coupling and separated from the rest o 
the train, making the turn safely. The sleep- 
ers and the mail, express and baggage cars 


were dashed against a high bank 
and then thrown back, rolling down 
an embankment. The lamps = andf 


stoves at once set fire to the wreck, which was 
instantly in a blaze. Harry Connors, news 
agent, who was sleepingin the baggage car, 
was awakened by the movement of the car, 
and aroused James Woodhull, baggage mas- 
ter, just as the car made thejump. The roof 
of the car was split open, and both men were 
thrown out. and severely bruised. Connors, 
while lying on the ground unable to render 
any assistance, saw the train enveloped in 
flames and heard the shrieks of the dying 


victims, and saw them vainly 
endeavoring to struggle from 
the burning ruins. Porter Ashe and 


wife, who occupied the drawing room of one 
of the sleepers, were awakened by the crash. 
They succeeded in getting out without in- 
jury, but ofthe sixteen other occupants of 
the car, not one is believed to have escaped. 


‘Meantime, the occupants of a coach which 


kept on down the grade, succeeded in’ stop- 
ping it, thereby saving the lives of 
some forty occupants of that and the 
smoking car. They ne walked 
back to the scene of the accident, but found 
only the smouldering remainsof the train 
and the few who bad escaped with their 
lives lying bruised and bleeding in the dark- 
ness, shivering in the piercing cold nightair, 
Relief 


soon arrived fsom Tehichipa, four miles 
distant, and as soon as possible med- 
ical attendance was sent from Sumner 


and Bakersfield, and subsequently from Los 
Avyeles. Search for the dead soon showed 
that twenty-one persons had _ perisbed. 
Kleven were beyond all recognition, only 
headless bodies and charred limbs being 
found. The names of the dead so far identi- 
fied are Charles Pierson, L. Wright, colored, 
Miss Mamie E. Guiries, Mrs. H. O. Oliver, 
Mrs. Downey, M. Wetberell and Mrs. James 
Cassell and a body supposed to be that Col- 
onel Larrabee, ex-congressman from Wiscon- 
son. 

The coroner’s jury found that the victims 
came to their death by reason of neglect on 
the part of Conductor Reed and Brakeman 
Patten. The verdict isnot approved by the 
coroner. Two bodies have been identified as 
those of Thomas Keegan and Ferdenand 
Gramfort, discharged soldiers of company H 
sixth cavalry. 

The scenejwas one devastation and death. 
In a semi-circular excavation where the 
packing houses are located, the ground is 
covered with debrisandtimber. Huge rocks, 
thrown by the violence of the series of ex- 
plosions, are on all sides. Lying on the 
ground are the mangled bodies of twenty-one 
Chinamen. One Chinaman died las: night 
in the temporary hospital. So far as known, 
at noon, one white man and twenty-two Chi- 
nanren were killed. The white man killed 
is Ferdinand Kempf, assistant superintend 
ent. He could bave saved himseif, but re- 
mained to try and save the works. When the 


first explosion occurred, he ran to the 
nitro glycerine house to turn 
on the water to extinguish the tire, 


but was killed by the explosion of this house. 
It is thought that eight or ten bodies are in 
the ruins. A dozen or more dead bodies lay 
in plain sight all night, but the explosions 
were frequent. The flames raged fiercely 
and the danger was too greatto permit their 
being gathered up. Thirteen wounded Chi 
pamen are lying in the quarters of the Chi- 
nese. The greater number of these will re- 
cover. The cause of the explosion still re- 
mains a mystery, and whether the powder in 
every one of the packing houses exploded 
cannot be told. They are all caved in and 
filled with debris. The magazines are unin- 
ured, and the danger of further explosions 
is deemed at an end. 
TWO KILLED AXD EIGHT WOUNDED.

AN INTERVIEW WITH GENERAL GRANT, 

Wasuineton, January 22.—The atiention of 
General Grant was called to the statement of 
the New York papers, to the effect that his 
object in negotiating the Mexican ccmmer 
cial treaty, was to so reduce the revenues of 
the Mexican overnment as to make 
it impossible for that government to 
pay the — subsidies pledged to the 
railroads now being constructed 
in that country, and thereby place them on 
an equality with the Gould unsu bsidized 
projected line. The Times says the state- 
ments are entirely incorrect, that he never 
spoke to Gould updén the subject, and that 
his belief is that should the treaty be carried 
into operation, the effect would be rather to 
increase than to diminish Mexican revenués 
by the increased trade it woulddevelop. The 
Gould road is one of the subsidized lines, and 
would be as much affected by a reduction of 
the Mexican revenues es any other of the 
subsidized lines. General Grant says he 
has acted in this matter in the interest and as 
the representative of the American people, 
and he expects that the result of the treaty 
will be highly advantageous to the commer- 
cial interests of both countries. There is no 
probability that it will interfere with the 
sugar producing interests of the United 
States, as Mexico does not produce enough 
sugar for her own consumption, and will not 
for years to come be able to raise a surplus 
for exportation. He is fully satisfied that if 
ratified, the treaty will give our country de- 
cided advantage over Germany, France and 
re aga in the competition for Mexican 
trade,

Pwo Raids by Highwaymen in Which Seven Men are 
K liied—A Novel Aitack ou a tallread Train. 


San Francisco, January 23.—A dispatch to 
Wells, Fargo & Co. from Carson, says: The 
store at Gold mountain was robbed on Thurs- 
day or Friday by mounted masked, men.

During the past week rumors of an investigation 
of the affairs of one of the city offices have been 
current. The report that there was a deficit in the 
city treasury created a sensation. It would appear 
that the matter has been known for some time by 
those in authority,and an investigation has been go- 
ing ou under the direction of the fivance committee 
of the city council, the chairman of that commit- 
tee having been vVirtualiy, since these develop. 
ments, supervising the city treasury department. 
Some time in August rumors of irregularity in 
the management of the city funds reached 
the ears of the committee and on becom- 
ing con\inced of the gravity of the rumors, an 
official investigation of the treasury department 
was ordered, and begun by an expert some time in 
October. The reportis pow virtuallyscomplete, and 
the matter will shortly be brought before the coun- 
cil. Who the defaulter is is not stated, but of course 
the treasurer, Mr. James E. Cope, is responsible. 
The extent of the irregularities or shortage is 48 yet 
unknown, but itis estimated by some as high as 
$30,000. These figures, hewever, it is said, are much 
too high, and that the boud of the treasurer will 
more than cover apy loss. It is beiieved the defual- 
cation has been going on for some time, but owin 
to the issue of new bonds by thecity in 1879, an 
the difficulty in tracing the accounts prior to the 
date of their issue, it is impossible to determine the 
period of theirregularity. ‘The trouble seems to be 
with the coupons, which, on being esamined by 
the finance committee in theirannual report to the 
council, were net cancelled, but returned to the 
treasurer. Itis believed these coupons have been 
presented and paid a second time, not being recog- 
nized by the committee,

GEORGIA TIMBER LANDS. 

Various of the northern contemporaries 
have recenily called attention to the rapid 
destruction of American forests. Their arti- 
cles were of .a very gloomy character. We 
believe that estimates have been made pre- 
dicting to a day when the forests now exist- 
ing would entirely disappear, and along with 
these predictions were a number of sugges- 
tions as to how American forests might be 
perpetuated. The warnings of these newspa- 
pers have not been without effect. 

It is now stated that a‘ynumber of enterpris- 
ing manufacturers and capitalists of the north 
and west propose to take time by the forelock. 
Anticipating the rapid destruction of forests 
in their own section, they have sentagents to 
Georgia and other southern states with 
money and instructions to buy up every 
tracteof timber land that can be obtained 
even at prices much above their present. mar- 
ket- value. The immense holdings of the 
Georgia land and lumber }company have al- 
ready been made the subject of comment and 


controversy, though,the purchases of this 
company have uo connection with the new 


movement. 

We learn that 30,000 acres in one lot, in 
northern Georgia, have been secured by one 
of the agents of these manufacturers and 
capitalisis, and there have, no doubt, been 
other transactions of a like) character which 
are not likely to reach the public. The pub- 
lic, as a matter of course, bas no direct con- 
cern with such matters just at present, but 
the time may come when every Georgian 
will be interested in preventing the destruc- 
tion of the timber that now 
protects the fountain head 
of ourstreams. The legiskature of New York 
has just passed to a third reading the Adiron- 
dack forest bill, which is intended to protect 
the Adirondack woods, and in the course of 
time the necessity ofa similar measure will 
press itself upon the attention of the Georgia 
legislature. 

Meanwhile, if the owners of Georgia timber 
lands are to part with this species of property, 
and it seems we have plenty and to spare 
just at present, they should hoid it at some- 
thing likeits real value. It will be easy 
encugh, doubtless, to prevent the wanton 
destruction of our timber when the necessity 
arises.

A GEORGIA WAR CLAIM. 


The claim of Mr, Morgan Rawls was taken 
up in the house on Friday, and was discussed 
through that day’s session and again on 
Saturday, when it whs passed by a vote of % 
to 63. The bill was originated in the house, 
and it goes, therefore, to the senate. It appro- 
priates $800 to pay for a dwelling house taken 
from the village of Guyton and carried to 
Savannah. We give below the facts ot the 
case as reported by the committee on claims: 


During the late war a number of buildings were 
erected by the confederate wu thorities for hospitals 
and quartermasier and Commissary stores at the 
village of Guyton, state of Georgia. Standing 
between and near these buildings was a smal! 
unoccupied dwelling house belonging to Morgan 
Rawls, of the value of 00, not estimating the 
ground on which it stood. In the fall «f 1865, dur- 
iug the absence of said Rawls while in attendance 
upon the constilutional convention of said state 
aud as au meurber of raid convention, and after be 
had taken the oath known as the “amnesty oath,”’ 
a detail of United States soldiers was sent to Guy- 
ton, by the United States military authorities, from 
suvannab, with instructions to take down and 
remove said confederate buildings to Savannah, 
the materiais to be used in the construction of 
school-bouses for freedmen, In a said 
instructions said soldiers destroyed, by mistake, 
said house belonging to Raw's. Said Rawis en- 
deavored to obtaia from the military authorities at 
Savanneh compensation for his loss, but was hever 
paid. A bill similar to this for his relief was intro- 
duced in the forty-third congress, and also in the 
forty-fourth congress, but no report was made in 
either congress upon the bill. 


The bill was reported favorably, but as 
soon as it was taken up, Mr. Browne, of In- 
diana, objected to its passage, and Mr, Calk- 
ins, of Indiana, desired to know about the 
loyalty of the beneficiary of the act. Mr. 
Holman, of indiana, also got in an objection. 
Mr. Turner championed the bill with all his 
accustomed skilland force, answering all the 
Indiana objectors;and to his surprise,doubtless 
Mr. Ray,.of New Hampshire came to his assist- 
ance. Mr. Rayisarepublican, but still his 
political prejudice did not deter him from 
saying that the claim was one that should be 
allowed. Mr. Rawls Lad taken the oath of 
allegiance, and was therefore ‘‘loyal’ and 
should be paid forthe property destroyed by 
the army. Mr- Ray had to contend with a 
half dozen noisy loyalists, and Mr. Turner 
was about to press the bill to a vote, when 
Mr. Secor Robeson interposed with a motion 
toadjourn. Mr. Randall thought all opposi- 
tion to the motion would be withdrawn if it | 
was understood that the bill should come up 
as unfinished business on the following day. 
It was so agreed, and the bill was passed on 
Saturday, as we have already stated. 

The opposition that this bill encountered 
isa fair indication of what any war claim 
will meet with in this congress. Just as the 
bill undoubtedly is, it is very doubtful 
whether it will become a law. 


“THE QUININE INFAMY, 

Dr. John W. Kramer, master of St. Jobn’s 
Guild, New York, writes an earnest protest 
against the ratification of the proposition of 
the subsidized ways and means committee to 
place a duty of ten per cent on quinine. As 
the head of a charitable society, Dr. Kramer 
speaks for the poor, and calls attention to the 
outrageous effect that such a tax would have. 
In the country districts, where an immense 
amount of charity business is done by physi- 
cians, and in the hospitals of the cities, the 
diseases are mostly of an intermittent c harac- 
ter, and those which are not intermittent are 
of a type which requires the administration of 
quinine in some form er other, The proposed 
tariff is not only cruel to the poor, but its re- 
sults reach them when their destitution is in- 
tensified by sickness. 

It is interesting to note that on the day 
that the subsidized ways an ns commit- 
tee recommended the imposition of a ten per 
cent blood tax on the sick poor of the coun- 
try, the quinine manufacturers reduced the 
price ten cents per ounce, in order to pre- 
vent importations in anticipation ofthis 
duty.

A Few Opinions on Southern Factoeries—Some Criti- 
clam and Seme Appreval.

We are very loth to be- 
lieve that southern mil! men know less about their 
business than they did a year ago, that leaks have 
been growing in siz* and number, that buying and 
selling are not so well understood, and that we are 
less able to cope with New England the older we 
grow. IJIsnot the more natural explanation of a 
temporary absence of fancifal profits to be found 
in the fluctuations of trade which effect all busi- 
nesses? 

The other weak pointin Mr. Hanson's statement, 
that the business of cotton spinning in the south is 
on the decline, isin failing to note that the ease is 
even worseinthe north.

THE DOC WILSON CASE. 


The Vain Efforts to Get a New Trial—The Bibb 
County Darkey. 

boc Wilson, who has been the cause of a num- 
ber of Wewepaper paragraphs is to go to Dade coal 
mines atonce. Yesterday. Governor Stephens re 
ee ved notification that Judge Woods, of the su- 
preme courtof the United States, had refused to 
grant the writ of error asked for by counses of Doe 
Wilson, the colored man who was tried some time 
ago in Bibb superior court and sen- 


tenced to lifetime imprisonment in the 
penitentiary for murder. The readers of THe Con 
STITUTION willremember that the counsel of Doc 
Wilson took his case up to the supremecourt of the 
state, avd thatcourtaftera very full hearing af. 
firmed the decision of the court below. The coun 
sl for Wilson then applied to Judge Jackson, chief 
justice of the supreme court of Georgia, fot a writ 
of error to ake the case io the supreme 
eourt of the United States. - Affer mature 
consideration, Judge Jnckson refused to al- 
low the writ of error. ‘The counse, 
for Wilson then gave notice to Governor Stephens 
that he wouid apply to Judge Woods of the supreme 
ecourtof the United States for a writ of errer to 
carry the case to the supreme court of the United 
States, as the iaw in such cases provides. It was at 
this period in the proceeding that Governor Ste 
phens suspended the execut'on of the sentence of 
ibe superior court of Bibb county to give Wilson's 
Counsel reasonable time to make our and prepare 
his pepers. Yesterday Governor Stephens received 
nelification of Judge Woods's refusal to grant 
the writ of error, virtually affirming the 
rulings of Judge Simmonsin Bibb superier court, 
and the decisions of the supreme court of the state. 
Itshould be a matter of cougratulation to the peo- 
le to see how this case has turned ont. The whole 
procecding shows that our state courts @flord the 
emplest protection to the rights of citizens, even to 
tbe humblest colored man. In this case the judg- 
ments of both the circuitaud the supreme courts 


have been atlirmed by the supreme 
court of the United States, It 
also shows the prudence and states- 


manship of Governor stephens;in allowing this 
colored man all the rights under che laws and con- 
stitution to appeal to thé court of highest re-ort 
when the culorit is thought to be entitled to such 
a hearipg. At the time when governor Stephens 
granted the suspension of the seutence he was se- 
vereiy dealt with by certain Georgia papers, 
but the matieris now atits end. Wilson has had 
every possible chance, and his sentence in the first 
court willnot be changed. He will go to Dade 
coal mines for life. Upon receiving the notification 
Governor Stephens immediately ordered the prin- 
cipal keeper of the penitentiary to send forthwith 
an oflicer to ike charge of Wilson, and to execute 
the sertence of Judge Simmons, which was that 
Wilson beconfined in the penitentiary for life.
